The question is being asked, “Does the Church of 
God still teach and believe in divine healing?” 

For many years, because of our firm stand on holiness 
and our belief of “the whole Bible, rightly divided,” the 
devil has made war upon God’s people and upon the 
Church of God, but we have accepted the challenge. We 
have preached the Word with God honoring the ministry 
of His Holy-Ghost-filled men, and we have marched on 
from victory to victory until today the sun never goes 
down on the Church of God. We have churches second to 
none throughout the United States. In the foreign lands 
we have strong, established missions proclaiming the full 
gospel of Christ and its power to save. We have preached 
this gospel in the face of every persecution and opposi- 
tion that the devil could bring against us. We have re- 
fused to be silenced by man or the devil. 

Today, as we are nearing the return of our Lord to 
rapture His Church, it seems that the devil, like men of 
modern war, is developing new devices and, like Com- 
munism, has entered the ranks of the Church, trying to 
confuse the minds of God’s people to bring about dis- 
trust and broken fellowship so that we might destroy 
one another. 

If you will open your Minutes of the 1952 General As- 
sembly of the Church of God to page 208, under “Church 
of God Teachings,” you will find that Item No. 10 says 
that we believe in spiritual gifts according to 1 Corin-

thians 12:1, 7, 10, 28, 31; 14:1. Item No. 11 says, “With 
signs following believers,” according to Mark 16:17-20; 
Romans 15:18, 19; Hebrews 2:4. Item No. 13 reads, “Di- 
vine healing provided for all in the atonement,” Psalm 
103:3; Isaiah 53:4, 5; Matthew 8:17; James 5:14-16; 1 
Peter 2:4. : 

Why anyone would tell you that the Church of God 
does not teach the gifts of the Spirit and divine healing 
any more would have to be for some selfish reason. The 
Church of God is just as strong today as it has ever been 
on these cardinal doctrines. 

I believe that Jesus Christ has the same power today 
that He had when He was here on earth when He met 
the deaf and dumb man, recorded in Mark 17:31-37. He 
placed His fingers in the deaf man’s ears, touched his 
tongue, looked up into heaven and said, “Be open.” Verse 
35 says, “And straightway his ears were opened, and the 
string of his tongue was loosed, and he spake plain.” I 
want to emphasize the words “and he spake plain.” The 
people were astonished beyond measure, saying, “He hath 
done all things well: He maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to speak.” I believe this and the Church 
of God believes this, also. 

I should like for you to read Luke 6:6-11, also. It tells 
how He entered into the synagogue on the Sabbath Day 
and taught the people. There was a man there with a 
withered hand. Jesus told him to rise up and stand forth 
in the midst, and he arose and stood forth; then Jesus 
said unto them, in verses 9, 10, “I will ask you one thing; 
Is it lawful on the Sabbath days to do good, or to do evil? 
to save life, or to destroy it? And looking round about 
upon them all, he said unto the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And he did so: and his hand was restored whole as 
the other.” 

I should like to cite further that during the earthly 
ministry of the Lord Jesus He went about all Galilee, 
teaching in their synagogues and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom and healing all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease among the people, Matthew 4:23, 
“And they brought unto him all sick people that were 
taken with divers diseases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and those which were lunatick, 
and those that had the palsy; and he healed them,” Mat- 
thew 4:24b. Jesus healed every conceivable form of dis- 
ease among the people, including the so-called incurable 
maladies. He healed all that were sick, Matthew 8:16. He 
healed their sick, Matthew 14:14. “For there went virtue 
out of him, and healed them all,” Luke 6:19b. 

Following His resurrection and ascension, the same 
mighty works were accomplished through the ministry of 
the apostles and believers. I believe this and the Church 
of God believes this, also. 

Reading the Acts of the Apostles reveals that wherever 
the gospel was preached people were added to the 
church. The ministry of divine healing was advanced and 
the sick were delivered. 

In the final commission given by the Lord Jesus and 
recorded in Mark 16:18c, are these words to believers, 
“They shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” James gives to the Church instruction to follow 
in case of sickness. James 5:14-16, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the church; and let 
them pray over him, anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord: And the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he have com-

the devil has been a successful purchasing agent 

for hell. In the beginning God created Adam in 
His likeness, and later He took a rib from Adam’s side 
and made a woman to be his wife. Friends, I should like 
for you to note what a fine home Adam and Eve had in 
the Garden of Eden. God walked and talked with them, 
and they had perfect fellowship. God gave them this 
home on one condition—they could have anything in the 
garden except the fruit of the tree in the midst of the 
garden. God told them that “In the day that you eat of 
this tree, you shall surely die.” They ate of the tree and 
lost out with God. 


G ine THE TIME OF ADAM and Eve in the garden, 


FRIENDS, I should like to say, that any time 
you stop long enough to converse with the devil, if you 
are not very careful, the devil will trade you some entic- 
ing promises for your soul. He promised Adam and Eve 
in the garden that they would be wise like God. They 
sold out to the devil and lost out with God. (Read Mark 
8:36-38.) 

Calling your attention to the man who committed the 
first murder of which we have record in the Bible—Cain 
—we find that he killed his brother Abel because of jeal- 
ousy. According to the Scriptures, jealousy is as cruel as 
the grave. Permit me, please, to say that men’s influences 
have been ruined because of jealousy. I am afraid that 
some ministers are jealous of other ministers’ work, 
which is a very dangerous thing. Jealousy has caused 
men to kill their wives; wives to kill their husbands; 
friends to turn their backs on one another. Jealousy has 
even caused trouble in many churches. It has broken 
fellowship among men who have enjoyed the blessings of 
God. This is a terrible thing to think about. I should like 
to ask you some questions: “What would you take for 
your soul? What would you take for your salvation? What 
would you take for the fellowship of your brethren and 
sisters in the Church? 

Esau sold his birthright to his brother for a mess of 
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pottage. Jacob fed Esau red pottage in order that he 
might get his birthright. Esau, after selling out to his 
appetite, despised his birthright and sought to kill Jacob. 
I wonder if anyone reading this article has sold his fel- 
lowship with God and the Church to satisfy his appetite? 
There are many things which appeal to our appetites 
that we should not have; God says we must not have. 
Whenever we yield to these things, we lose out with God. 

We read of a great king in the Bible who was a man 
after God’s own heart. Allowing the devil to talk with 
him one day, he was overcome with lust. He sold out to 
the devil and committed a sin with Uriah’s wife. Then, 
in order to try to cover up this sin, he committed murder. 
God’s prophet told him of his misconduct in the way of 
a parable. One man had a great number of sheep and 
another man had only one ewe lamb. The man who had 
the great number of sheep took his neighbor’s ewe lamb, 
killed it, and fed it to his guest. David pronounced his 
own sentence when he said, “If there is a man in my 
kingdom like that, he shall surely be put to death.” Then 
it was that God’s prophet said to him, “Thou art the 
man.” This demon is at large in our land today, and 
none of us is immune to him. He will overcome us if we 
stop to take time to talk with him. The Bible says, “Shun 
the very appearance of evil.’”” We should be careful. Great 
men have fallen because of this terrible monster. 

The strongest man that we have history of in the Bi- 
ble was named Samson. He sold out to a sweetheart. He 
was told not to take a wife from among the Philistines, 
but there was a woman by the name of Delila to whom 
Samson had taken time to talk, and in due course of 
time, Samson was overcome by this woman. Even though 
he was the strongest man that we have read about in 
the Bible, he fell. ‘ 

Belshazzar sold out, also. Belshazzar, disregarding God 
and His power, was having noisy merriment and a drunk- 
en party when he brought the golden and silver vessels 
out of the house of God and drank from them. The Lord 
sent the fingers of a man’s hand to write on the wall by 
a candlestick this message: “Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting.” 

Covetousness is another evil that causes men to sell 
out many times. A king through covetousness had Naboth

N THE WORD of God we are told to be ready always 
Gi give a reason or answer for the hope that is 

within us. I do not think this necessarily refers to 
salvation of the soul only, but to every blessing we con- 
fess. I certainly want to confess to divine healing through 
the mighty power of God; therefore, I must tell you why 
I believe, teach, preach and practice divine healing. 

IT IS A PLAIN TEACHING OF THE WORD OF GOD 


ON EVERY SUBJECT of importance the Bi- 
ble speaks to the Christian who wants to live for the 
world to come in the world that now is. Since all subjects 
are not of equal importance, it deals with them accord- 
ing to their place in the economy of God. Divine healing 
for the physical body occupies a very conspicuous place 
in the program of God; therefore, it must be of great 
importance. Now, let us turn our attention to what “thus 
saith the Lord.” 

Exodus 15:26, “And said, If thou wilt diligently hearken 
to the voice of the Lord thy God, and wilt do that which 
is right in his sight, and wilt give ear to his command- 
ments, and keep all his statutes, I will put none of these 
diseases upon thee, which I have brought upon the Egyp- 
tians: for I am the Lord that healeth thee.” 

Here the children of God are told that if they will hear 
the voice of God and seek to please Him; if they will live 
according to His word and keep His commandments, He 
will not allow the diseases that have afflicted the Egyp- 
tians to come upon His people. He is the Lord that heal- 
eth thee! 

Psalm 103:1-3, “Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that 
is within me, bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his benefits: Who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth all thy diseases.” 

David is carried away in the Spirit with the spirit of 
joy. He calls upon his soul to burst forth with praise to 
the Lord in remembrance of all His benefits. As he begins 
to list them according to their importance to himself, he 
first wants to bless the Lord because all of his iniquities 
are forgiven. Such joy of soul, peace of mind, and as- 
surance of heart—all sins are forgiven! To think that 
they are cast into the sea of forgetfulness, never again 
to be remembered against him. No wonder he shouted; 
I did too. Then he felt the blood flowing through his veins, 
strength through his limbs, and the tingle of wholeness 
from head to feet. Before one shout of victory hardly 
had time to make an echo, he cried again, “Who healeth 
all thy diseases.” He found the “double cure” for the 
“double curse”; his sins were gone, and so were his sick- 
nesses. He had found salvation for his soul, peace for his 
mind, and healing for his body. Yes, my friend, healing is 
a plain teaching of the Word of God. 

Now let us look into the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, 
that classic of divine deliverance of soul and body. We 
see Christ as One who is despised and rejected; One who 
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knows pain and sickness; One who is stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. In the third verse the original He- 
brew read like this: “He was despised and rejected of 
men; a man of pains, and acquainted with sickness: and 
as one from whom men hide their faces he was despised; 
and we esteemed him not. Surely he hath borne our sick- 
nesses, and carried our diseases; yet we did esteem him 
stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted.” To me the pic- 
ture is one of the Shepherd despised and rejected by 
straying sheep; of the Shepherd bearing in his own body

the aches and pains, and the sickness and suffering of 
the whole flock. Ah, my friend, can you not see God 
emptying the hospitals, institutions, and homes of this 
land—gathering together all the cancers, bad hearts, 
weak lungs, deformed limbs, and all the sickness, disease, 
and affliction in the whole world of every generation, age, 
and world to come and placing them upon the Lord Jesus 
Christ? He bore the sins of the whole world, and He bore 
the sickness of the world. 

He was not only made sin and separated from his 
Father until His broken heart cried, “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” but the diseases of the 
human race fell upon Him. God laid upon Him the sick- 
nesses and diseases of the whole world. I believe divine 
healing for the body is a plain teaching of the Word of 
God. 

In the New Testament the story is the same. Christ 
died for our sins and suffered for our sicknesses. 1 Peter 
2:24, “Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye were healed.” Thank 
God, He is our Seeker, Saver, Sanctifier, Baptizer, Healer, 
Keeper, and Satisfier. I BELIEVE, TEACH, PREACH, AND 
PRACTICE DIVINE HEALING BECAUSE IT IS A PLAIN 
TEACHING OF THE WORD OF GOD. 


BECAUSE IN EVERY AGE MEN HAVE BEEN HEALED 


THERE ARE SOME people who would con- 
fine divine healing to the life and ministry of Jesus. 
Others would allow it to extend on through the life and 
ministry of the Apostles. But divine healing did not start 
with Christ and the apostles, neither did it stop with 
them. Men were healed before Christ was seen in Beth- 
lehem’s manger, and before the Apostles preached their 
first sermon or prayed their first prayer. 

In the twelfth chapter of Numbers we are told that 
Miriam was smitten with leprosy. In verse thirteen Moses 
prayed the prayer of faith, “And Moses cried unto the 
Lord, saying, Heal her now, O God, I beseech thee.” The 
God who healed in answer to prayer under the law will 
most certainly heal in answer to prayer under grace.

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Time nor space will not suffice to tell of all those who 
were delivered from their afflictions by the great and 
mighty power of God. The children of Israel were kept 
forty years; Job was delivered from his sickness and re- 
stored to a favored place of spiritual and physical health; 
Hezekiah, who turned his face to the wall in prayer, was 
healed and received an extension to his life as well. In 
the New Testament one is compassed about with such 
witnesses as the woman with the issue of blood; the leper 
who was cleansed; Bartimaeus, whose request for sight 
was granted; the lame man at the gate; and the many 
others who were healed in answer to faith and prayer. 

In this present day I have seen blind eyes opened, deaf 
ears unstopped, the lame made to walk, and many, many 
other afflictions healed by the hand of the great Physi- 
cian, the Lord Jesus Christ. 


THE MERCY OF JESUS DEMANDS IT 


THE LOVE of Jesus for sinful men is deeper 
than the deepest sea, and higher than the highest heav- 
en; His mercy is just as great. His love reaches from the 
outposts of hell to the very throne of God; His mercy 
is just as great. His love will forgive and cover a multi- 
tude of sins; His mercy is just as great. Anywhere that 
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the love of Jesus will go, His mercy will go; anyone His 
love will reach, His mercy will touch. Men have long tried 
to confine the love of Christ to a denomination, a creed, 
class, or color, but you might as well try to stop the wa- 
ters of Niagara with a toothpick as to try to limit the 
limitless Son of God. . 

Others have tried to confine the mercy of Jesus to say 
who shall be healed and who shall not be healed. The 
leper came to Jesus saying, “Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean.” Mark 1:41, “And Jesus, moved with com- 
passion, put forth his hand, and touched him, and saith 
unto him, I will; be thou clean.” There you have it, my 
friend. Jesus could do ought but heal the man; His mercy 
would allow nothing less. It is not that we are worthy or 
merit healing, but it is that the mercy of Jesus can do 
nothing less. His heart is touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities, and His love and mercy demand that He do 
something to help us. If you wait until you become wor- 
thy, you will never receive healing. However, if you will 
but throw your unworthy self upon the mercy of Jesus, 
you can rest your case for victory. 


HOW YOU WILL RECEIVE YOUR HEALING 


FAITH COMETH by hearing, and hearing by 
the Word of God. There must be a message of deliverance 
preached by the man of God. You will hear the Word of 
God preached in power and glory. The preaching of the 
good news of complete deliverance through Jesus Christ 
will give birth to hope in your heart. Hope will cause you 
to read the Bible and attend deliverance meetings and 
places where the full gospel is preached in its beauty and 
power. Then one day faith will take hold of your life and 
carry your need into the very presence of God. He will 
send forth His Word, or perhaps you will touch the hem 
of His garment; the elders may anoint you with oil and 
pray the prayer of faith; you might get into a prayer 
line where a man of God will lay hands upon you and 
speak words of faith; some believer might pray a prayer 
of faith for you; or you might decide to stand on the 
promise of God and believe God for your own healing. 
The important thing to you is that God can, will, and 
does heal you when faith in His Word goes into action. 
Believe God now, and the work is done. Mark 9:23, “If 
thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that be- 
lieveth.” God bless you.

kill on sight. The Saviour of the world had to flee into 
Egypt. The One who was to redeem man from the fall 
was run out of His country, rejected by His own. 


THE YEARS passed; the devil still was ruler 
of man. As our Redeemer started His earthly ministry, 
He went by the way of Jordan to be baptized by John. As 
He came out of the water, the voice of God cried out from 
heaven, “This is my beloved Son.” Was not this the Son 
of Mary? Yes, but the very Son of God, also. Then He was 
driven by the Spirit into the wilderness, there to be 
tempted by the devil for forty days. These forty days of 
fasting and praying were part of the price of our re- 
demption. The devil had met God’s first son, Adam, and 
had caused him to fall. Now He came to God’s only be- 
gotten Son and tried to cause Him to fail in His mission 
to redeem the fallen human family. Thanks be to our 
God, He did not fail! Jesus spent the nights in prayer;

killed and took his vineyard. The man of God told him, 
“Where the dogs licked up the blood of Naboth, they shall 
also lick up thy blood.” Then another that I call your 
attention to is Achan, who also sold out through covet- 
ousness for a Babylonian garment and a golden wedge. 
Thinking that no one would know anything about it, he 
took these items, dug a hole, and buried them in the 
corner of his tent, but the Bible says, “Be sure your sins 
will find you out.” It is one thing to sell out, but it’s an- 
other thing to be sold out. These men and women whom 
I have named sold out, but I remember some men who 
did not. 


JOSEPH was sold by his brethren into Egypt. 
In Acts 7:9: “And the patriarchs, moved with envy, sold 
Joseph into Egypt: but God was with him.” Jesus Christ 
was sold by Judas Iscariot for thirty pieces of silver, but 
Jesus never sold out. There is a vast difference in selling 
and being sold. God will stay with you if you are sold out, 
but He will leave you if you sell out. Ananias and Sap- 
phira sold out for half price, but for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver Judas Iscariot sold Jesus. I should like to ask you 
what you would take for your soul today? Men criticized 
Joseph’s brethren for selling him. Judas Iscariot has been 
criticized for selling Jesus; however, have you ever 
stopped to think that literally thousands of people today 
are selling the Lord for even less than thirty pieces of 
silver? Some people will sell Him for a thin dime. They 
won’t pay even their tithes. You might say, “Brother 
Statum, can you find a place in the New Testament 
where it says we should pay our tithes?” Matthew 23:23 
says, “Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 
for ye pay tithe of mint and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier matters of the law, judgment, 
mercy, and faith; these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone.” You might say that that was 
for the scribes, Pharisees, and hypocrites; however, I say 
that it is for everyone. Matthew 5:20 says, “For I say un- 
to you, That except your righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of heaven.” You may ask 


the question “Just how righteous were the scribes and 


Pharisees?” I’ll answer it by saying that they were right- 
eous enough to pay their tithes and fast twice a week. 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, says that your righteous- 
ness must exceed that of the scribes and Pharisees. In 
case it does not, the Bible says that we shall in no case 
enter the kingdom of heaven. 

Jesus is a wonderful example of some who would not 
sell out. The devil tried to buy Him—even offered Him 
all the kingdoms of this world, which were not even his 
to give. Jesus said, “Get thee behind me, Satan.” We find 
that Stephen could have sold out, but preferred to die the 
death of a martyr. He was stoned to death with his face 
shining like an angel, and he proclaimed to see Jesus 
standing on the right hand of the Father. John the Bap- 
tist was beheaded because he refused to sell out. He pre- 
ferred to preach the truth. The apostle Paul refused to 
sell out, also, and, just prior to his execution, he wrote a 
letter to Timothy. We find it recorded in 2 Timothy 4:2- 
7, 

Last but not least, may I call your attention to John 
the Divine, who was exiled on the Isle of Patmos, in the

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Argean Sea, thirty miles off the coast of Asia Minor, be- 
cause of his preaching. No doubt, they would have left 
him on the mainland if he had sold out or compromised. 
However, he did not sell out or compromise. The result 
of it was that John, while standing on the Isle of Patmos 
on the Lord’s Day and gazing out into the sea, said he 
saw seven golden candlesticks. One in the midst of them 
looked like unto the Son of man. John described Him as 
having eyes like a flame of fire; His head was white like 
wool, and his feet like fine brass right out of the furnace. 
John fell before Him like a dead man, but Jesus came 
over, put His hand upon his side, and said, “Be not 
afraid; it is I. I am He that was once dead but am alive 
again forevermore. I am Alpha and Omega, the first and 
the last.” He said, “I hold in my hands the keys of hell 
and death, and nothing shall by any means hurt thee.” 
John was caught away in the Spirit, received the revela- 
tion from Jesus, and has passed it on to us today. Had he 
sold out, we would never have had this great book of 
Revelation. 


IT’S A WONDERFUL thought to me to know 
that we have numbers of men and women today who feel 
as many of our forefathers felt. We would rather die and 
go on to glory than to sell out for the mere trifles that 
the devil has to offer. In conclusion, I call your attention 
to one more scripture: Revelation 2:10, “Fear none of 
those things which thou shalt suffer: behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, that ye may be tried; 
and ye shall have tribulation ten days: be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give thee a crown of life.” Should 
any of you who are reading this article be tried and 
tempted, just remember the devil wants you to help pop- 
ulate hell, but the Lord promises you a crown of life and 
a home in heaven if you will hold on to Him until death. 
May God richly bless each and every one of you.

mitted sins, they shall be forgiven him. Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one for another, that ye 
may be healed. The effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.” I believe this and the Church 
of God believes this, also. 

In this last-day moving of the Spirit, when God would 
like to stir His people to a greater consecration and a re- 
newing of His Spirit, it is just like the devil to deceive 
some people until they will even preach from the pulpit 
telling you that the Church of God officials do not be- 
lieve in divine healing. They will tell you that meetings 
have been cancelled on them and on others for preaching 
healing. J want to tell you that this is untrue! No minis- 
ter has had a revival cancelled on him for preaching 
healing in the State of Tennessee. I believe that I would 
be safe in saying that no minister in the Church of God 
has had his ministry cancelled for preaching healing 
anywhere at any time. Let us not be deceived. 


I SHOULD LIKE to conclude by giving my 
personal testimony. My dad and mother in the hills of 
Middle Tennessee were converted to holiness in a revival 
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conducted by Brother T. S. Payne in 1914. Forty-six 
grown people received the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
and they became charter members in the Church of God 
at that place. My parents trusted the Lord fully for four- 
teen children. They did not resort to medicine of any sort 
for any of the children from there out. In my family 
God has healed in a miraculous way. When I was over- 
seer of the State of Alabama, my little boy fell and broke 
his arm, and when he came to the house, it was turned 
back almost double. He was rushed to the hospital, and 
his arm was set. The X-rays showed that both bones were 
broken. It was a bad break. I was away at the time. 
About 2 o’clock in the morning, when the boy had not 
yet gone to sleep, he asked his mother if God could not 
heal a broken limb. Upon being told that He could, he 
said, “Why not pray?” Sister Johnson prayed and laid 
her hands upon the child’s arm. He went to sleep im- 
mediately, and early the next morning he was out play- 
ing. All the swelling had left his hand; natural color had 
returned. I carried him back to the doctor, and he could 
not understand. The bandage was loosened. I gave him 
a personal testimony that it was God’s miraculous pow- 
er to heal. The child never had another pain from that 
moment. 

In the church that I pastored in Fort Mill, South Car- 
olina, for two years prior to my coming to Tennessee, I 
had prayer for the sick every Sunday morning and Sun- 
day night, without exception. God blessed His people and 
many were healed. I went to the home of one mem- 
ber at 4 o’clock in the morning when his little girl was 
choking to death and had a high fever. God instantly 
healed the child of this affliction which had kept her out 
of church the most of two winters. 

When I was called to the hospital by the nurses, I 
prayed for a woman who was supposedly dying. She had 
never been to a holiness church, but God saved her that 
night and healed her body. In about two weeks, she 
came to the church, and God gloriously sanctified and 
baptized her with the Holy Ghost. Later, I baptized her 
in water and received her into the church. I could tell 
you of a number of healings that took place during my 
pastorate there and even since I have been in this State. 
I recently prayed for a child who lived nine miles in the 
country. She had a burning fever and God touched her 
body. The next night they brought her to my conven- 
tion, which was twenty-seven miles away, to show that 
she had been healed. 

I believe in the kind of healing that will speak for it- 
self, and I believe that you good people believe in the 
same thing. I also believe that every General Official 
and every state overseer in the Church of God believes 
likewise, so let us not be disturbed. The Church of God 
will always teach and believe in divine healing. 





Mr. Spurgeon testified that when he opened his eyes 
at the conclusion of his public prayer, he was sometimes 
startled and embarrassed to realize that he was in the 
presence of this congregation. He had been so near to 
God, talking to Him as friend with friend, that he had 
forgotten all else.

SALVATION ARMY HAS NEW 
HEAD 

LONDON (EP) British Commis- 
sioner Wilfred Kitching, 61, of Lon- 
don, was appointed general of the Sal- 
vation Army today, succeeding retir- 
ing General Albert Orsborn, who re- 
tires June 30. Kitching’s appointment 
was announced by the high council of 
the Army after twelve days of secret 
discussion and balloting at its Sun- 
bury-on-Thames headquarters just 
outside London. 


ASK OPENING OF PROTESTANT 
SCHOOLS 

BOGOTA, Colombia (EP) Protes- 
tants on San Andres and Providencia 
Islands have petitioned the Ministry of 
Education to order the reopening of 
five denominational schools closed 
March 1 by the Government inspector 
of schools there. The petition said the 
people of San Andres and Providencia 
“are predominantly Protestant and 
have been so for generations” and, 
therefore, the islands cannot be re- 
garded as a Roman Catholic mission 
territory. Under a ruling issued in 
January by the Interior Ministry, 
Protestant missionaries are barred 
from performing any public mission- 
ary or education work in Catholic 
mission territories except for children 
of non-Catholic foreigners. 


NAMES COMMUNISM AS GREATEST 
FOE TO CHRIST 

CHICAGO (EP) Dr. Harry M. Shu- 
man of New York, president of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance for 
the past twenty-eight years, said in a 
farewell address that Communism is 
“a more implacable foe of Christianity 
than was the Roman Empire under 
the Caesars.” He pointed out that 
the major part of Central Asia has 
been closed to Christian missionary 
enterprise by Communist control of 
China, Mongolia, Manchuria, and Ti- 
bet. The 75-year-old missions execu- 
tive, who became the Alliance’s fourth 
— in 1926, said that following 

is retirement he hopes to continue 
—— the denomination as minister- 
at-large. 

The Alliance was formed in 1881 as 
a movement in which small churches 
pooled their missionary efforts, but, 
subsequently, became a denomination 
in its own right. It now reports 61,683 
members in its 1,027 churches in the 
United States and Canada. When Dr. 
Shuman became president, its annual 
income was $676,985 and the number 
of its active missionaries 498, as com- 
pared to $3,000,000 and 720 today. Dr. 
H. L. Turner, of Attleboro, Mass., was 
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elected president of the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance at the 57th 
annual convention of the denomina- 
tion’s general council here. 


PRIESTS, NUNS LEAD ATTACK 
ON CHAPEL 

BOGOTA, Colombia (EP) The Evan- 
gelical Confederation charges that a 
Roman Catholic throng, led by two 
priests and two nuns, jeered and 
stoned worshipers in a _ Protestant 
chapel at the Pacific port of Buena- 
ventura. An American missionary, Os- 
car Jacobson, of St. Paul, Minn., was 
hit on the forehead, several members 
were struck, and the chapel’s neon 
sign was broken during a demonstra- 
tion of an hour and thirty-five min- 
utes Sunday, May 16, the Confedera- 
tion said in a delayed report from one 
of its officials by way of Barranquilla. 

Msgr. Jose Restrepo, secretary of 
the Roman Catholic Archdiocese, said 
he knew nothing of the incident. By 
the Confederation’s account: The 
priests led the Catholic procession in 
shouts and jeers against the worship- 
ers. One man entering the chapel 
and smashing a bench, passed the 
sticks to others. Then the throng en- 
tering the chapel, hurled sticks and 
stones. Jacobson, working for the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance, 
vainly pleaded with one of the priests 
to halt the attack. 

Soldiers arrived in about an hour 
and tried to restore order, but the 
priests and their followers refused to 
disperse immediately. The next day 
Buenaventura’s mayor told Jacobson 
to close the chapel and to take down 
its sign. Jacobson refused to do this 
without a written order, which the 
mayor refused to give him. 


HINDUS FIGHT MISSIONARIES 
WITH PASSIVE RESISTANCE 

BOMBAY, India (EP) Orthodox 
Hindus in the Poona area near here 
launched a passive resistance move- 
ment designed to oust foreign mis- 
sionaries from India. It is known as 
the “Quit India” movement and its 
supporters plan to hold demonstra- 
tions at missionary centers. One such 
demonstration was scheduled for Ked- 
gaon, a village near Poona, where 
there is a Protestant mission for wid- 
ows and fallen women. 


TWO AND A HALF MILLION 
TRACTS DISTRIBUTED BY YOUTH 
SPRINGFIELD, Missouri (EP) In a 
of personal evangelism called 
he One-Eight Crusade, the 86,000 
young people of the Assemblies of God, 


a comparatively small denomination, 


have set a goal of eight million tracts 
to be distributed in a year. Now well 
into the first quarter of this crusade, 
the member groups have distributed 
over two and a half million of the 
colorful little tracts that are headed 
with the casual greeting, “Hi, Neigh- 
bor.” The worth of this crusade is in 
the fact that the effort is being shared 
by young people across the country 
and, in some instances, in foreign 
lands. All classes and oy le are being 
reached, as reported by local crusade 
leaders. One report mentions that the 
Governor and the Speaker of the 
House in Missouri have been handed 
tracts. Another tells of the distribu- 
tion of tracts in every tavern in the 
town. Still another concerns the dis- 
tribution of the “Hi, Neighbor” tracts 
in Nassau, Bahama. As the crusade 
continues to grow, the efforts will not 
be figured alone in total number of 
tracts distributed but in the number 
of decisions recorded for Christ. 


CZECH REDS KILL INCURABLES 

MUNICH (EP) Radio Free Europe 
charged Czechoslovakia’s Communist 
Government has been killing the in- 
curably ill and insane for more than 
two years. The American-sponsored 
radio quoted “independent and reli- 
able sources.” Hospitals and insane 
asylums are screened constantly and 
patients considered beyond hope of re- 
covery are removed and put to death 
at special euthanasia stations, RFE 
said. “In no cases,” it added, “are rel- 
atives consulted prior to application of 
‘mercy’ killings.” 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


Alcoholism is an “important illness” 
that hits 10 per cent more people than 
tuberculosis, 50 per cent more than 
cancer, and 225 per cent more than 
polio, Edward L. Morris, executive di- 
rector of Portal House, Chicago, de- 
clared at a meeting of the Industrial 
Medical Association in Chicago. 


The average pastor’s salary of Sou- 
thern Baptist churches last year, by 
size of membership, was as follows: 1 
to 400 members, $1,458; 400 to 750
